First  Amendment  trashed  at  FSC

On  March  1 0,  entire  stacks  of  that 
week's  edition  of  The  Point  were 
removed  from  their  dispensers  and  later 
found  in  the  trash,  allegedly  thrown 
away  by  a  student  who  was  unhappy 


with  one  of  the  articles. 

Students  who  said  they  witnessed  the 
papers  being  taken  filed  statements 
with  Ann  Coyne,  dean  of  Academic 
Affairs.  Other  students  said  they  had 
seen  the  papers  being  taken,  but  saw  no 
problem  in  removing  a  "free"  newspa- 
per. 

The  Point  is  not  a  free 
newspaper,  however,  as 
staff  member  Rondi 
Bloom  explained.  "Each 
edition  costs  the  student 
body  more  than  $300  -  it 
is  included  in  the  clubs 
and  organizations  fees  at 
the  beginning  of  each 
school  year,"  Bloom  said. 
About  half  of  the 
paper's  2,000  copies  were 
removed  from  the  racks 
and  later  found  in  the 
large  blue  BFI  trash  con- 
tainers in  the  loading- 
dock    area   on    campus, 


Bloom  said. 

FSC  student  Heather  Arpan  was  one 
of  the  students  who  filed  a  statement 
with  Coyne. 

"I  was  reading  it  when  I  saw  (a  male 
student)  take  the  entire  pile  and  sit 
down  in  the  G-Lobby  with  them," 
Arpan  said.  "He  stood  up  and  walked 
down  the  hall  toward  the  bookstore 
with  them.  He  returned  a  few  minutes 
later  without  them,"  Arpan  said. 

Manny  Lewis,  another  student,  said, 
"I  was  coming  out  of  the  Thompson 
Tunnel  and  1  saw  this  man  grabbing  all 
of  these  papers.  I  asked  him  if  he  was 
throwing  away  last  week's  papers  and 
he  told  me  that  he  was.  Then  later  I 
found  out  that  those  were  this  week's 
papers." 

Class  of  2001  Vice  President 
Rebecca  Morse  said,  "1  was  in  the  SGA 
office  with  Shawn  Wenzlick  (SGA 
president)  when  he  told  me  to  look  out 
the  window.  He  asked,  'Did  you  see

"If  you  could  master  something 


at  the  age  of  1 7,"  said  Barnes,  "then 
what's  the  point?" 

A  Boston  University  graduate, 
Barnes  began  teaching  drama  at 
Chelmsford  and  Lexington  schools. 

It  was  during  this  period  that  she 
began  writing  again,  writing  and 
producing  a  play  for  her  students. 

"I  had  15  students  and  I  wanted 
to  put  them  all  in  the  play,"  she  said. 
Barnes  explained  to  the  audience 
that  she  began  to  search  for  a  play  to 
fill  such  a  demand,  "and  guess 
what?  A  one-act  play  with  1 5  parts 
didn't  exist. 

"So,  I  sat  down  and  I  wrote  a  one- 
act  play  with  1 5  parts." 

Now,  she  has  come  full  circle  and 
lives  in  the  profession  she  once 
abandonned. 

Among  Barnes'  many  writing 
awards  are  the  Anthony  Award  and 
the  American  Award  for  Best 
Private  Eye  Novel.

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APC  debates  new  academic  proposals

Five  new  proposals  that  promise  to 
raise  academic  standards  at  Fitchburg 
State  College  were  handed  down  to  the 
Academic  Policies  Committee  from  All 
College  Committee. 

APC  met  on  March  24  in  Miller  Hall 
Oval  to  discuss  their  possible  imple- 
mentation into  the  curriculum. 

All  proposals  were  initiated  by 
undergraduate  Dean  Barbara  F.  Luebke 
who  was  present  at  the  meeting  to 
answer  the  committee's  questions. 

ACC  #34  proposes  that  a  committee 
be  created  "to  decide  undergraduate 
academic  petitions  and  appeals,  and 
applications  for  readmission." 

Currently  all  of  these  are  handled  by 
Dean  Luebke,  who  belives  that  "excep- 
tions should  be  determined  by  faculty." 
This  was  voted  on  and  failed  with  3  in 
favor,  8  approved  and  2  abstaining. 

Suspension  for  poor  academic  per- 
formance is  discussed  in  ACC  #35, 
which  states  that  "any  student  who 
earns  a  grade  point  average  of  1.0  or 
lower  in  his/her  first  semester  of  full- 
time  study  at  Fitchburg  State  College 
will  be  suspended  from  the  college." 

Many  of  the  APC  members  felt  that 


this  time  out  will  be  beneficial  to  the 
students  who  perform  badly  in  their 
first  semester  by  preventing  "from  dig- 
ging him/herself  into  an  even  deeper 
hole  with  a  second  failing  semster." 

This  proposal  was  tabled  after  much 
discussion. 

ACC  #36  then  got  full  attention. 
This  proposal  stands  to  give  a  student 
who  receives  a  0.0,  1 .0  or  1 .5  in  a  class 
the  opportunity  to  take  it  again. 

Currently,  a  student  may  only  retake 
a  class  if  they  fail  with  a  0.0. 

"I  think  these  proposals  are  great. 
They  strengthen  the  academic  stan- 
dards, and  do  not  punish  the  student.  I 
think  they're  very  pro-student."  Jan 
Purcell,  vice-chair  of  APC  said. 

The  proposal  was  given  a  friendly 
amendment  which  struck  the  sentence 
"courses  repeated  must  be  taken  at 
FSC."  This  will  allow  students  to  take 
a  failed  class  over  at  another  institution 
if  necessary. 

The  amendment  passed  with  9  in 
favor,  3  opposed  and  1  abstaining  .  The 
proposals  was  tabled,  awaiting  further 
discussion. 

ACC  #35  was  then  taken  from  the 
table  at  the  request  of  student  represen- 
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that?'  He  said  someone  was  taking  all 
of  the  papers." 

Wenzlick  said  he  "didn't  see  the 
point"  in  confronting  the  student 
because  he  had  witnessed  several  peo- 
ple in  the  G-Lobby  ineffectively  trying 
to  discourage  him  from  the  act. 

After  The  Point  staffers  asked 
Custodial  Services  to  search  trash  cans 
for  the  1,000  missing  papers,  the  custo- 
dians located  a  large  amount  of  them 
and  staffers  returned  these  to  the  dis- 
pensers. 

Witnesses  said  they  had  not  been 
called  to  testify  at  any  formal  hearing  as 
yet,  and  Coyne  said  the  matter  was 
"over  and  done  with."  She  said  she 
could  not  comment  further  because  of 
student  confidentiality  issues. 

Only  half  of  the  missing  issues  of 
The  Point  were  recovered,  and  no  reim- 
bursement has  been  made  to  The  Point 
or  to  the  SGA. 


Editor's  note:  A  newspaper  is  like  a 
double-edged  sword. 

Sometimes  the  blade  cuts  one  way 
and  we  get  headlines  like  "Ninth 
Annual  Game  Show  Still  a  Hit"  or 
"Programs  Committee  Strikes  Again." 
Then  the  other  side  of  the  blade  cuts. 
This  can  result  in  articles  that  are 
unpopular,  but  necessary  nonetheless. 

The  important  thing  is  that  the  stu- 
dent body  is  given  the  facts  on  issues 
that  affect  them. 

When  a  newspaper  is  destroyed,  the 
flow  of  information  is  destroyed.  This 
not  only  hurts  the  people  who  work  on 
the  paper,  it  damages  the  principle  of 
freedom  of  the  press.  It's  not  something 
that  can  be  used  when  its  needed,  and 
otherwise  ignored. 

The  First  Amendment  is  a  very  frag- 
ile right  that,  if  taken  advanatage  of, 
will  cease  to  exist.

Environmental  News 


Demonstrators  get  behind  Wachusett  Mt. 


A  demonstration  was  held  March  23 
at  the  State  House  in  Boston  to  oppose 
the  expansion  proposal  at  Wachusett 
Mountain.  The  rally,  attended  by  mem- 
bers of  MASSPIRG,  W.E.S.T 
(Watchdogs  for  an  Environmentally 
Safe  Town),  Sierra  Club,  Rainforest 
Action  Network,  Earth  First!  and  other 
concerned  citizens  and  activists  from 
across  the  state  and  region,  was  held  to 
urge  state  officials  not  to  allow  the 
expansion. 

In  1995,  Gordon  Brownell  of 
W.E.S.T.,  was  responsible  for  discover- 
ing 1 65  acre  of  Old  Growth  Forest  on 
Wachusett  Mt  in  Princeton  MA.  It  is 
the  largest  known  stand  of  Old  Growth 
east  of  the  Connecticut  River.  The  Old 
Growth  on  Wachusett  Mt.  offers  a 
unique  ecological  niche.  A  vast 
amount  of  animal  and  plant  species 
reside  on  the  mountain.  The  Old 
Growth  Forest  is  a  window  into  our  his- 
tory. The  Nipmuc  and  other  tribes  of 
Native  American  Indians  also  worship 
on  the  mountain. 

In  October  of  1996,  WMA  ( 
Wachusett  Mountain  Associates  )  drag- 
ging equipment  and  a  snowmaking  pipe 
through  the  fragile  forest,  killed  one 
tree  and  damaged  several  others.  The 
damaged  trees  may  die. 

WMA  applied  for  numerous  jobs 
and  improvements  on  the  mountain, 
which   were   approved  by   the   DEM 


(Department  of  Environmental 
Management)  and  the  EOEA  ( 
Executive  Office  of  Environmental 
Affairs)  without  public  input.  One  of 
the  projects  was  the  installation  of  a 
quad  lift,  a  2400  square  foot  compres- 
sor building  and  more  powerful  HKD 
snow  making  guns. 

The  most  recent  plan,  as  proposed  in 
the  August  1998  FEIR  (Final 
Environmental  Impact  Report),  is  a 
new  "Alpine  Park".  The  new  park 
would  include  two  new  trails  and  a 
number  of  new  facilities: 

12.4  acres  including  over  525  trees 
make  up  a  magnificent  Northern  Red 
Oak  forest  is  proposed  to  be  clear  cut. 
This  "buffer  zone"  is  in  front  of  the  Old 
Growth  and  acts  as  a  shield;  protecting 
the  Old  Growth  from  much  of  the 
human  activity  on  the  mountain.  This 
will  disrupt  the  habitats  of  many  plant 
and  animal  species. 

In  addition  to  losing  this  "buffer 
zone,"  Fitchburg  will  loose  the  water 
shed  that  is  vital  to  it's  water  supply. 

"The  mountain  is  an  important  part 
of  our  history  and  our  present  lives. 
The  profits  made  on  the  mountain  will 
never  pay  for  the  loss  of  our  history  and 
will  never  fill  the  void  in  our  future," 
concluded  Jason  Kotoch  of 
MASSPIRG.  The  public  comment 
period  will  ended  March  24. 


Hunger  cleanup  announced

The  Hunger  Cleanup  is  a  one  day 
"work-a-thon"  that  raises  money  for 
these  two  causes. 

Participants  ask  for  sponsors  to 
pledge  any  amount  of  money  for  each 
hour  worked. 

However,  sponsors  are  not  manda- 
tory, anyone  who  would  simply  like  to 


volunteer  is  encouraged  to  help.  The 
money  raised  is  split  through  local 
(50%),  national  (35%),  and  internation- 
al (15%)  hunger  and  homeless  efforts. 
Some  volunteer  projects  may  include 
painting  local  shelters,  planting  com- 
munity gardens,  or  refurbishing  low- 
income  housing  units  in  and  around 
Fitchburg. 

The  participation  from  Fitchburg 
State  has  been  great  in  the  past  but  it 
can  be  better.  We  need  as  many  volun- 
teers as  possible. 

There  will  be  a  rally  before  the  event 
with  guest  speakers.  Free  food  will  be 
provided. 

The  Hunger  Cleanup  is  a  great  way 
to  combine  community  service  and 
fund-  raising.

Years  later,  Big  Oil  plagues  Sound 


A  decade  after  the  Exxon  Valdez 
spilled  1 1  million  gallons  of  oil  into 
Prince  William  Sound,  Big  Oil  contin- 
ues to  threaten  Alaska  and  America's 
Arctic,  according  to  a  report  released 
by  MASSPIRG,  the  Alaska  Wilderness 
League,  Sierra  Club,  and  Defenders  of 
Wildlife. 

The  report,  "Preventing  the  Next 
Valdez,"  documents  the  devastation 
caused  by  the  wreck  of  the  Exxon 
Valdez,  and  highlights  oil  industry 
practices  that  threaten  to  repeat  this 
environmental  disaster  in  U.S.  history. 
"Today  we  call  on  Congress  to  stop 
America's  Arctic  from  becoming 
Exxon's  Arctic,"  said  Stacey 
Mimnaugh  of  MASSPIRG.  "This 
report  shows  that  Big  Oil  can't  be  trust- 
ed with  environmentally  sensitive  areas 
like  the  Arctic  National  Wildlife 
Refuge." 

On  March  24,  1989,  the  Exxon 
Valdez  oil  tanker  hit  Bligh  Reef  in 
Alaska's  Prince  William  Sound.  Crude 
oil,  shipped  from  Prudhoe  Bay  through 
the  Trans-AlaskaPipeline,  spewed  into 
one  of  the  most  bountiful  marine 
ecosystems  in  the  world. 

The  Exxon  Valdez  oil  spill  covered 
10,000  square  miles  and  contaminated 
1,500  miles  of  shoreline — about  the 
length  of  California's  coast.  Oil  from 
the  Valdez  killed  birds,  marine  mam- 
mals, and  fish,  and  devastated  the 
ecosystem  in  the  oil's  path. 

MASSPIRG  called  on  Exxon, 
Chevron,  ARCO,  and  BP-Amoco  to 
cancel  plans  to  drill  in  the  coastal  plain 
of  the  Arctic  National  Wildlife  Refuge. 
The  coastal  plain,  1.5  million  acres 
of  pristine  wilderness  on  Alaska's 
North  Slope,  is  among  the  last 
unspoiled  areas  left  in  America  and  is 
home  to  polar  bears,  wolves,  musk 
oxen,  and  caribou. 

The  Refuge  is  also  home  to  the 
Gwich'in,  the  "people  of  the  caribou," 
who  have  lived  in  and  around  the 
Refuge  for  thousands  of  years. 

MASSPIRG  has  also  filed  two 
shareholder  resolutions  with  ARCO 
and  Chevron  calling  on  each  company 
to  voluntarily  cancel  their  drilling 
plans. 

In  addition,  legislation  has  been 
introduced  by  Rep.  Bruce  Vento  of 
Minnesota  to  permanently  protect  the 
coastal  plain  of  the  Refuge. 

The  bill,  the  "Morris  K.  Udall  Arctic 
Wilderness  Bill,"  would  designate  the

coastal  plain  as  a  wilderness  area  and 
permanently  protect  the  Refuge  from 
drilling  and  development. 

Oil  from  the  Valdez  continues  to 
contaminate  beaches,  national  parks, 
and  wilderness  areas  near  Prince 
William  Sound. 

The  Office  of  Technology 
Assessment  estimated  that  beach 
cleanup  and  oil  skimming  only  recov- 
ered three  to  four  percent  of  the  Exxon 
Valdez  oil. 

A  decade  later  only  two  species  out 
of  26,  the  bald  eagle  and  the  river  otter, 
have  recovered  to  pre-spill  levels. 
Commercial  and  subsistence  fishermen 
continue  to  suffer,  and  they  are  still  bat- 
tling Exxon  for  damages  caused  by  the 
spill. 

"Since  the  spill,  the  pollution  caused 
by  Big  Oil  in  Alaska  have  gotten 
worse,"  said  Minunbaugh. 

"Prince  William  Sound  has  not 
recovered,  and  Prudhoe  Bay  is  one  of 
the  world's  largest  industrial  complex- 
es. In  1997  alone,  approximately  500 
spills  occurred  along  Alaska's  North 
Slope  that's  one  spill  every  18  hours." 
Exxon,  BP-Amoco,  ARCO,  and 
Chevron  now  have  their  sights  set  on 
the  coastal  plain  of  the  Arctic  National 
Wildlife  Refuge. 

The  oil  industry  continues  to  lobby 
Congress  to  drill  there,  contributing 
more  than  $8.7  million  to  congression- 
al candidates  since  1993. 

That's  why  they  overwhelmingly 
oppose  drilling  in  the  Arctic  Refuge," 
concluded  Mimnaugh. 

"It's  time  for  Congress  to  get  the 
message,  pass  the  Udall  Arctic 
Wilderness  Bill,  and  permanently  pro- 
tect the  Refuge.  And  it's  time  for  Big 
Oil  to  act  like  responsible  corporate  cit- 
izens and  cancel  their  drilling  plans  for 
the  Arctic  National  Wildlife  Refuge."

tative  Rebecca  Morse,  vice-president 
of  the  class  of  2001.  The  proposal  was 
voted  on  and  passed  with  9  in  favor,  3 
opposed  and  0  abstaining. 

ACC  #37  which  stands  to  "limit  the 
circumstances  under  which  the  grade 
for  a  repeated  course  will  replace  the 
original  grade." 

This  proposal  allows  for  a  student  to 
retake  a  class  and  recieve  the  grade 
from  the  second  attempt.  This  propos- 
al was  tabled  unanimously. 

The  final  proposal  discussed  that 
night  was  ACC  #38,  which  "removes 
the  requirement  that  departments  spec- 
ify which  courses  studies  can  take  with 
S/U  grading." 

The  rationale  behind  this  proposal  is 
that  it  will  allow  for  students  to  take 
intellectual  risks  when  deciding  on 
courses. 

Students  will  feel  less  hesitant  about 
taking  a  higher  level  course  with  more 
academic  rigor  if  they  can  impliment  a 
pass/fail  grading  system. 

This  proposal  was  also  unanimous- 
ly tabled  by  the  committee  who  soon 
after  adjourned.
